The  Student  Senate  proposed 
seven  amendments  to  the  SGA 
Constitution  at  its  meeting  last 
Thursday,  dealing  with  re-org¬ 
anization  of  the  Senate. 

President  J.  W.  Jones  ai>- 
proved  all  of  the  proposed 
amendments  with  the  exceji- 
tion  of  a  section  of  Amendment 
No.  1  which  would  have  given 
the  Senate  power  to  provide 
for  representatives  from  other 
organizations  and  residence 
halls  in  the  future. 

'I'he  basic  change  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate  membership,  as  proposed 
by  the  Senate,  would  be  from 
the  present  class  Senators  to 
Senators  representing  resi¬ 
dence  halls  and  organizations. 
Four  representatives  from  the 
men’s  halls  and  four  from  the 
women’s  together  with  a  I’ep- 
resentative  from  each  of  the 
ton  social  organizations  and 
the  two  service  organizations 
would  comprise  the  new  Sen¬ 
ate.

Amendment  No.  1  sets  up  the 
membership  of  the  Senate  as 
follows:  Cooper  Hall  -  1,  Doug¬ 
las  and  Tower  Halls  -  1,  Cook 
and  Richardson  Halls  -  1,  Wil¬ 
son,  Colbert,  Hake,  McCracken, 
Hawkins,  and  Cauffield  Halls

-  2. 

One  each  from  AKL,  APO^ 
ASA,  Delta  Zeta,  Gamma  Sig¬ 
ma,  ISO,  Phi  Lamb,  Phi  Mu, 
Phi  Sig,  Tri  Sigma,  Sig 
Tau,  and  TKE.  The  service 
organizations  were  tentative¬ 
ly  given  their  Senators  at  the 
Senate 'meeting  two  weeks  ago 
which  was  not  reported  in  the 
Missourian.  The  word  “all’* 
is  changed  to  “each’’  in  tlie 
l)roposed  amendment,  clarify¬ 
ing  the  meaning.

Amendment  No.  2  clarifies 
the  article  by  changing  ‘  shall” 
to  “may”  and  converting  the 
old  three  point  grade  system 
to  the  current  four  point  sys¬ 
tem.  It  also  states  that  sen¬ 
ators  representing  residence 
halls  cannot  be  or  become 
members  of  social  or  service 
organizations  already  repre¬ 
sented.

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Proposed  Amendments 
To  the  Constitution 

(The  following  are  tlie  amendments  which  were  passed  by 
the  Student  Senate  at  its  November  14,  1963  meeting  and  by 
the  President  of  the  College  on  November  18,  19^.  They  wiU 
be  submitted  to  the  Student  Body  at  a  time  to  be  announced 
by  the  Senate.) 

The  present  articles  of  the  Constitution  are  printed  in 
light-face  type.  The  words  to  be  deleted,  are  enclosed  in  paren 
theses  and  are  in  light-face  type.  The  words  which  are  to  be 
added  are  printed  in  bold-facc  type. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  1— ARTICLE  IV— SECTION  2; 

The  legislative  and  judicial  power  of  this  Association  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Student  Senate,  composed  of  tlie  President  and 
Vice-President  of  the  Association,  together  with  four  members 
of  the  (Senior,  Junior,  and  Sophomore  classes,  and  two  mem¬ 
bers  from  the  Freshman  class,)  men’s  residence  halls  (Cooper- 
1,  Douglas  and  Tower  -  1,  Cook  and' Richardson  -  1,  Wilson, 
Colbert,  Hawkins,  McCracken,  Hake,  and  Caulfield  -  1)  and 
four  members  of  the  women’s  residence  halls  (Roberta  -  1, 
Perrin  and  Town  Girl’s  Assoeiation  •  1,  and  Hudson  -  2)  and  one 
member  from  each  of  the  following  twelve  organizations: 
Alpha  Kappa  Lambda,  Alpha  Phi  Omega,  Alpha  Sigma  Alpha, 
Delta  Zeta,  Gamma  Sigma  Sigma,  Independent  Student  organi¬ 
zation,  Phi  Lambda  Chi,  Phi  Mu,  Phi  Sigma  Epsilon,  Sigma 
Sigma  Sigma,  Sigma  Tau  Gamma,  and  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon, 
(all)  each  of  whom  shall  have  one  vote  except  the  President 
who  shall  vote  only  in  case  of  a  tie. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  2— ARTICLE  V— SECTION  1: 

Any  student  (shall)  may  be  a  member  of  the  Senate  who, 
in  scholastic  standing,  shall  have  (at  least  as  many  honor 
points  as  semester  hours  of  credit  attempted,  and  who  shall 
have  been  in  residence  at  least  one  semester  immediately 
preceding  tliat  in  which  he  or  she  is  elected)an  overall  2.0 
grade  point  average  with  the  exception  of  first  semester  fresh¬ 
men.  Representatives  from  residence  haUs  must  not  be  affili¬ 
ated  with  any  social  or  service  organization  already  represented 
in  the  Senate.  If  during  his  or  her  term  of  office  a  Senator 
becomes  affiliated  with  such  a  social  or  service  organization, 
he  or  she  must  forfeit  his  or  her  Senate  seat,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  call  for  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
Registrar  of  the  College  shall  certify  to  eligibility  under  these 
qualifications. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  .3— ARTICLE  VI— SECTION  3: 

The  election  of  the  President  and  of  the  Vice-President 
shall  be  by  ballots  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment  Association.  The  election  of  all  members  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  shall  be  by  the  ballots  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
tlie  respective  (classes  which  severally  elect  their  own  sena¬ 
tors)  residence  halls  and  social  or  service  organizations  which 
are  indicated  in  Article  IV — Section  2.  All  these  elections  for 
Senators  shall  be  held  (in  the  same  place  and  on  the  same  day, 
which  shall  be  within  the  six  school  days  immediately  following 
the  nominations  of  candidates  for  President  and  Vice-President) 
wUhin  the  fourth  week  of  the  Fall  Semester.  Nominations  for 
Senators  shall  be  held  by  the  third  week  of  the  Fall  Semester. 
The  President  shall  install  newly-elected  Senate  members  at 
the  close  of  the  Senate  meeting  that  is  held  during  the  fifth 
week  of  each  ensuing  Fall  Semester.  A  plurality  vote  shall 
determine  election  to  fill  these  respective  offices. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  4— ARTICLE  VI— SECTION  4; 

(Members  of  the  Student  Senate  shall  be  elected  by  a  simple 
plurality  of  the  votes  cast  by  their  respective  classes.  When 
two  members  are  to  be  elected  at  one  election  by  any  given 
class,  the  members,  shall  be  those  receiving  the  most  votes 
and  the  next  most  votes.  Elections  to  fill  vacancies  shall  be 
determined  by  the  above  procedures,  except  tliat  each  vacancy 
in  the  Student  Senate  shall  be  placed  on  a  separate  slate.) 
Term  of  office  for  Senators:  Senate  representatives  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  are  subject  to  re-election. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  5— (Delete  AU  Of)  ARTICLE  VI—  SEC¬ 
TION  8: 

(The  Freshman,  Sophomore  and  Junior  classes  shall  nom¬ 
inate  and  elect  during  the  eighth  full  week  in  the  Second  Se¬ 
mester  two  senators  each  as  their  representatives  for  two 
semesters  on  the  Student  Senate  beginning  their  terms  the 
fourteenth  week  of  the  Second  Semester  as  Sophomore,  Junior, 
and  Senior  Senators  respectively. 

Nominations  shall  take  place  during  individual  class  meet¬ 
ings  called  by  class  presidents  at  which  time  at  least  two  can¬ 
didates  shall  be  nominated  for  each  office. 

At  least  two  days’  publicity  shall  be  allowed  fqr  notifying 
the  student  members  of  the  Association  (through  posted  notices 
and/or  the  College  Newspaper)  that  nominations  of  Senators 
will  take  place  in  individual  class  meetings. 

During  the  fourteenth  full  week  in  the  First  Semester  the 
Freshman,  Sophomore,  and  Jtmior  classes  shall  nominate  and 
elect  two  senators  each  as  their  representatives  for  two  terms 
on  the  Student  Senate  beginning  as  soon  as  elected,  and  the 
senior  class  shall  nominate  and  elect  two  senators  to  represent 
the  class  for  the  balance  of  the  year  beginning  with  the  election 
of  the  senators.)

AMENDMENT  NO.  6-ARTICLE  VII— SECTION  3: 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  both  in  Presidency  and  Vice-Presiden- 
cy  of  the  Senate,  the  ranking  members  of  the  Senate  (the  two 
long-term  Senior  Senators,)  shall  assume  the  duties  of  tlie  pre¬ 
siding  officers  until  the  officers  are  duly  elected  as  prescribed 
in  Article  VI,  the  Senate  designating  who  shall  serve  as  Pres¬ 
ident  and  Vice-President. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  7— AR-nCLE  XI— SECTION  1: 

Judiciary  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  composed! 
of  the  President  of  the  Association  who  acts  as  Chairman,  the 
Vice-President  of  the  Association,  two  members  of  the  Senate 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Association  (chosen  from  the 
Senators  from  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes,)  the  (Counselor) 

Dean  of  Students,  Dean  of  Women,  and  the  Dean  of  Men.  This 
committee  shall-  hear  cases  and  mete  out  punishment  for  any 
infraction  of  this  Constitution  or  regulations  of  the  Senate  or 
College  Administration.

The  Student  Senate  has  pro¬ 
posed  a  plan  for  reorganizing 
the  Senate  to  include  a  wider 
representation.  The  President 
of  the  College  has  approved  the 
plan.  It  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Student  Body  for  approval 
or  rejection  in  the  near  future. 

We  think  that  tlie  plan  is 
essentially  a  good  plan. 

It  takes  into  account  the  wide 
range  of  students  and  organi¬ 
zations  which  are  affected  by 
Senate-  action.  Dorm  units, 
which  have  been  neglected  in 
the  past,  are  given  Senators. 
Each  Greek  organization  is 
given  a  representative  which 
should  eliminate  the  inter- 
Greek  rivalry  over  Senators, 
while  insuring  that  each  organ¬ 
ization  has  one  representative 
on  the  Senate.  The  two  service 
organizations  would  each  have 
a  Senator  by  action  taken  by 
the  Senate  two  weeks  ago,  con¬ 
trary  to  the  report  in  the  Mis¬ 
sourian. 

We  think  that  tliis  is  the  step 
in  the  right  direction.  While 
no  system  of  government  can 
be  perfect  and  every  system 
must  be  changed  to  meet 
changing  situations,  this  pro¬ 
posal  represents  a  basically 
sound  system  which  should 
meet  with  approval.  The  Sen¬ 
ate  feels  that  it  is  the  best  so¬ 
lution  to  the  problem.  We  con- 
ciur  with  that  judgment.  Two 
or  three  minor  changes  have 
been  suggested  which  will  be 


discussed  at  the  Senate  meet¬ 
ing  Thursday  night.  The  entire 
group  of  proposals  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Student  Body  at 
a  time  to  be  set  at  the  Senate 
meeting. 

We  urge  you,  as  members  of 
the  Student  Body,  to  carefully 
study  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ments.  If  you  do  not  under¬ 
stand  the  why’s  and  where- 
for’s,  talk  to  a  Senator  or  come 
to  the  Senate  meeting  Thurs¬ 
day  night  in  the  Blue  Room  at 
7. 

Student  Senate  members  are

It  is 
the  duty  of  tlie  members  of  the 
Student  Body  to  consider  the 
plan  and  the  issues,  and  to 
make  a  decision  based  on 
those  considerations.  The  ac¬ 
tion  taken  by  the  Student  Body, 
either  accepting  or  rejecting 
the  amendments  will  affect 
every  student.  It  would  be  well 
if  each  student  fulfills  his  obli¬ 
gation  as  a  citizen  of  the  col¬ 
lege  and  votes.  — bj.

A  tape  recording  made  by 
John  Howard  Griffin,  author 
of  Black  Like  Me,  was  heard 
by  the  Social  Science  Club  Nov. 
11.  Griffin  spoke  about  the 
problem  of  racism  in  the  U.S. 
from  the  stand  point  of  the 
Negro. 

Griffin  caused  his  skin  to 
turn  dark  by  undergoing  a  dan¬ 
gerous  chemical  process  which 
destroyed  the  pectin  in  his  skin 
and  then  exposed  himself  to 
ultra-violet  rays.  Having  seen 
many  humans  gased  because 
of  their  race  and  having  been 
temporarily  blinded  by  a 
shell  explosion,  Griffin  decided 
to  undergo  this  process  so  that 
he  could  have  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  the  racial  prob¬ 
lem  today.

Recruiter 

A  MSC  senior  has  a  unique 
part-time  job.  He  is  a  Navy 
Recruiter  for  the  Naval  Air 
Station,  Olathe,  Kansas. 

Dividing  his  time  between 
college  classes  and  prospect¬ 
ing  the  campus  for  reci'uits  is 
Airman  Galen  Buckey,  St. 
Josepli. 

When  he  is  not  pursuing  his 
studies  or  Ins  extra-curricular 
interests,  he  pursues  likely 
candidates  for  the  Naval  Air 
Reserve  program  which  has  its 
midwest  headquarters  at  01a- 
■1.5  miles  South  of  Mary- 
His  jjrimary  goal  is  to 
enroll  applicants  in  the  Naval 
Aviation  Cadet  program  (Nav-| 
cads)  which  requires  two  years' 
of  college,  and  in  the  Aviation 
Officers  Candidate  program  for 
college  graduates.  After  com¬ 
pleting  their  college  require¬ 
ments,  successful  candidates 
for  these  programs  go  to  Pen¬ 
sacola,  Florida  for  Navy  Flight 
Training. 

Buckey  also  signs  up  recruits 
for  the  “Weekend  Warriors” 
who  drill  two  days  a  month 
with  the  squadrons  of  the 
Naval  Air  Reserve  Reserve  at 
Olathe.  Time  spent  with  these 
.squadrons  counts  toward  lon¬ 
gevity  pay  increases  during 
later  active  duty  with  the  fleet 
or  as  a  Navy  Pilot. 

He  also  looks  for  experienced 
women  and  girls— but  in  the 
interests  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 
Girls  who  have  sufficient  cler¬ 
ical  or  stenographic  skills  or 
other  talents  needed  by  the 
Naval  Reserve  may  qualify  for 
direct  appointment  to  petty  of¬ 
ficer  status. 

Galen  himself  is  a  Naval 
Reserve  enlistee.  He  plans  to 
apply  for  the  Aviation  Officer 
Candidate  program  as  soon  as 
he  graduates. 

Some  of  the  Pilots  enlisted 
by  Galew  will  remain  in  the 
service  and  fill  command  po¬ 
sitions.  Others  will  return  to 
civilian  life  and  become  pai't  of 
the  Navy’s  trained  Ready  Re¬ 
serve.  Directing  a  steady 
stream  of  new  blood  into  the 
Navy’s  ‘Annapolis  of  the  Air” 
at  Pensacola  will  be  men  like 
Galen  Buckey.  He  is  one  of 
the  men  who  help  the  Navy  to 
“Keep  'em  Flying.”

Kii'st,  this  apathy  is  indoc¬ 
trinated  into  Eastern  students. 
Freshmen  at  Hie  discusstion 
actually  admitted  that  they 
were  "gung-ho-Eastern”  when 
they  came  here,  only  to  be  con¬ 
fronted  with  a  tide  of  blase’ 
attitude.s  from  sophisticated 
upperclassmen. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  be¬ 
fore  that  there  is  no  need  to 
be  ashamed  of  Eastern  Michi¬ 
gan  University.  We  have  a  good 
school.  Let’s  be  proud  of  it.  We 
are  one  of  the  top  five  ranking 
schools  for  teacher  education. 
We  have  a  distinguished  dra¬ 
matics  department.  We  have 
some  superb  instructors — tops 
in  their  fields.  Why  should  we 
be  ashamed  or  degrading  to 
our  university? 

if  this  apathy  is  indoctri¬ 
nated,  what  could  be  done  to 
unite  Eastern’s  campus?  How 
do  we  get  students  to  'stay  here 
on  weekends  to  promote  activi¬ 
ties? 

Obviously  the  campus  must 
be  united.  W'e  must  break  away 
from  this  feeling  of  small 
groups  who  care  only  for  their 
own  paticular  group.  Social 
organizations — fraternities  and 
soiojities — all  races,  all  relig¬ 
ions.  GDIs,  every  student  must 
be  made  to  feel  that  they  are 
all  important  and  that  it  is 
necessai-y  for  all  students  to 
back  their  school. 

Instead  of  degrading  East¬ 
ern  at  every  available  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  perpetuating  the 
"reputation”  that  Eastern  is  a 
suitcase  college  and  a  campus 
of  apathetic  students,  why  not 
do  something. 

Wo  know  the  problem — apa¬ 
thy  and  ultimately  lack  of  stu¬ 
dent  unity.  Why  sit  and  discuss 
the  feeling?  We  need  action. 

1,'ouncil  President  Herron  has 
pointed  out  that  this  goal  is  a 
reality  for  the  near  future  and 
that  it  is  not  an  impossible 
task,  lie  has  cited  the  example 
of  Central  Michigan  Universi¬ 
ty  which  was  confronted  with 
a  problem  similar  to  that  of 
Eastein.  That  campus  did 
something  about  it.  They 
launched  an  all  out  campaign 
to  erase  this  attitude  and  build 
a  proud  school  spirit.  The  re¬ 
sults  are  showing.  Instead  of 
50-60  percent  of  tlie  student 
iwpidation  going  home  every 
weekend  as  did  a  few  years 
ago,  only  20-30  percent  at  the 
present  lime,  go  home  every 
weekend. 

Student  Council,  Men’s  Un¬ 
ion  and  other  campus  organi¬ 
zations  have  definite  goals  and 
ideas  to  get  Eastern  on  the 
beam.  But  they  will  fail  unless 
we  realize  that  it  takes  every¬ 
one  backing  the  planned  func¬ 
tions  in  order  for  them  to  suc¬ 
ceed.
